Members Under the Plan 
Adopted. 


Washington, February 2.—A house 
membership of 39l,asat present, was 
the congressional reapportionment plan 
agreed upon by the republican caucus 
of the house tonight. This proposition 
made by Mr. Campbell, of Kansas, was 
first defeated 56 to 91, but later re- 
considered and adopted—70 to 55. 


This action, together with the de- 
feat of a plan to offset the negro dis- 
franchisement iri the south, urg<d by | 
Messrs. Bennett and Olcott, of New 
York, and opposed by Mr. Gaincs, of 
West Virginia, and others, occurred 
during a lively three hours’ session of 
the caucus. 

Several propositions 
including the Campbell 
leaving the house as it stands today, 
proposition by Mr. Elvins, of Mis- 
favoring 402 members; a propo- 
sition. by Mr. Stafford, of Wisconsin, 
for 397 members, and the Crumpacker 
idea, of 433 members, urged at the out- 
set by its author.

Tne 
proposition directed the preparation of 
a bill to carry out section 2 of the 
fourteenth amendment to the federal 
constitution so as to cut down the rep- 
resentation of any state exactly to the 
extent that the negroes were disfran- 
‘chised by such a state. This propo- 
sition was Aefeated after considerable 
speecii-making, 72 to 48 the same 
number of representatives voting 
against consideration of reapportion- 
ment at this session, when the vote 
was 89 to 48.

Double Tragedy Result 
of Jealousy.

Washington, -January 2.—(Special.) 
A thin entering wedge that will cost 
$4,000,000 a year was driven into the 
federal treasury today, in the passage 
of the Gallinger ship subsidy bill. This 
victory in the senate follows years of 
agitation and effort, often smirched by 
charges of corruption and bribery, and 
resulting in several congressional in- 
vesiigations. 

Thirteen republican insurgents voted 
against the bill, and it required the 
vote of the vice president to pass the 
measure. 

The two Georgia senators voted 
against the measure on every roll call. 

An amendment by Senator Stone, of 
Missouri, to admit free to America 
foreign-built ships was lost by a close 
vote. 

Bacon Got One Amendment. 

The amerdment put in the substitute 
bill reuuirleg one of the lines of ships 
from a North American Atlantic port, 
shculd two lines be established, to stop 
at = por: of tne South Atlantic states 
south of Cape Charles was due to the 
activity of Senator Bacon.

offered by Senator Baton declaring that 
it was not the intention of the United 
States to permanently retain the Phil- 
ippine islands, but to grant them au- 
tonomy at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity. The vice presedent’s vote killed 
the resolution. 

Sherman Sets a Precedent. 

For the first time in the history of 
the government, the vice president of 
the United States exercised his consti- 
tutional prerogative of casting a vote 
to break ties in connection with three 
successive roll calls in the senate. By 
the first of these votes he saved from 
impending defeat the ocean mail, or 
Ship subsidy bill, and by the third 
forced an adjournment of the senate on 
a vote having direct bearing on the 
resolution looking to the election of 
senators by direct vote of the people. 

The vote on the passage of the ship 
subsidy bill, both in committee of the 
whole and in the senate proper, stood 
39 ayes and 39 noes, and on adjourn- 
ment, 37 ayes to 37 noes. 

On all three occasions the vice 
ident voted in the affirmative. 

Another notable occurrence in co 
nection with the vote on the ship sub- 
sidy bill was the absence of the new 
democratic senator from West Virginia, 
Clarence Wayland Watson, who had 
taken his seat early in the day as the 
successor to Senator Elkins. 

Had Watson Been Present. 
Watson was in the senate cham- 
ber for only a few moments during 
th® session, and voted on only one 
roll ;call. This vote was cast on an 
amendment offered by Mr. Shively, of 
Indiana, regulating tne aggregate ex- 
penditures which may be made under 
the terms of the bill. On this pro- 
vision the new West Virginia senator 
cast his vote in the affirmative, thus 
indicating his opposition to the meas- 
ure. After casting this vote he disap- 
peared, and when the next ballot was 
taken, Mr. Scott, his republican col- 
league, announced Mr. Watson's ab- 
sence, saying that he was away “on 
important business.” 

The result of this roll call was not 
so close as to render material the pres- 
ence or absence of any senator, and no 
notice was taken of the fact that 
Mr. Watson was not in attendance. 

After the final result became known 
the opponents of the bill, including 
allof the democrats, realized that Mr. 
Watson’s absence had prevented the 
defeat of the bill. He was the only 
democrat present during any of the 
TGM calls whose vote was not cast 
against the measure. 

After Three Hours of Conflict. 

The final vote on the bill came after 
three hours of determined conflict over 
amendments. Apparently there was no 
general appreciation of the sharp 
division which afterwards developed, 
and as a body the senate was unpre- 
pared .for the tie votes.

“If it can 
be shown me,” he said, “that Jerome 
knew a reporter was present and tak- 
ing notes,' with the intention of pub- 
lishing his speech last night before 
the Academy of Medicine, I 
so swiftly that | am ashamed to tell 
you what will happen.

Judge Swann had complimented the 
jury on their verdict for their “horse 
sense,” and it was this commendation 
that drew down the wrath of Jerome, 
Robin’s counsel. 

Mr. Jerome told Judge Swann today 
that he felt “deeply and bitterly” over 
the court’s assurance that it had been 
“aided sufficiently by the evidence,” 
whem he (Jerome) had submitted but 
fiVe out of the twelve alienists he had 
in readiness. “I hold that the court 
was derelict in not calling all the wit- 
nesses possible when it was in his 
power to do so,” he said.

El Paso, Texas, February 2.—The 
bombardment of Juarez by the be- 
sieging insurrectos will begin at 3 
o'clock Friday afternoon, if the place 
does not signify its surrender before 
that hour. Orozco, the rebel command- 
er, at 10 o'clock tonight made his in- 
tention known by courier from his 
camp below the city to the jefe politico 
of Juarez. Orozco has given notice to 
the consuls of all foreign nations at 
Juarez that the shelling of the city 
will occur at the above designated 
hour, 


El Paso, Texas, February 2.—Ciudad 
Juarez, across the river from here, is 
practically depopulated tonight, the 
residents having fled ‘to this city in 
fear of an attack from insurrectos, 
which is expected before daylight to- 
morrow.

The 
engine passed over the charge of ex- 
plosives, and was not greatly damaged.

—As a culmination cf a growing 
Spent. several years’ standing 
against what is claimed to be an ex-~ 
cessive tax rate the citizens of Heard 
county will likely petition the next’ 
general assembly, through their rep- 
resentatives, to abolish the county 
and restore its three parts to Coweta, 
Carroll and Troup. counties, from 
which it was originally drawn in about 
18332. ' 

Hearg county is one of the few 
counties in the state which has no 
railroads running within its borders, 
the nearest connection being at Ho- 
gansville, in Troup county, which is 
about 3 miles from the line between 
the two counties and a distance of 
16 miles from Franklin, the site of 
Heard county. There are only two 
corporations doing business in the 
county which are subject to taxation, 
and. as a result ‘the revenue from 
such is excessively low. The county is 
profusely cut by waterways, the 
Chattahoochee river running almost 
diagonally through the center and a 
heavy expense is brought upon the 
authorities tn keeping the bridges over 
these in repair. In order to meet 
these expenses the tax rate has been 
$30 per thousand, which is 
in excess of the rate in

A growing spirit of rebellion has 
been manifested by citizens of the 
county for the past two or three years, 
but it was not until last November that 
the feeling began to take any formida- 
ble shape, when a mass meeting of al!

President Hobbs Talksto 
Cotton Mill Men. 


He Says That Time Has Come 
to Get Improvements in the 
Ginning, Baling and Mer- 
chandizing of Cotton---Dele- 
gates Call at White House.

Washington, February 2.—‘'The time 


for resolutions has gone by. What we 
need now is action—action that will 
sincerely attempt to carry out the res- 
Olutions passed in pervious years, and 
which, if carried out, will exceed our 
greatest expectations,” said Franklin 
H. Hobbs, of Boston, president of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, 
}at a conference of cotton manufac- 
|turers here today. 

Baling, Ginning, Manufacturiug. 

Questions relating to baling, ginning 
and manufacturing of cotton were @- 
cussed at the conference. The confer- 


ing to improvement and uniformity of 
the various phases of the cotton bus- 
iness. 

Mr. Hobbs described in detail the re- 
markable growth of the cotton manu- 
facturing industry. He then dwelt on 
the growth of manufacturing up to 
1850, when the value of cotton goods 
had increased to $61,869,184, and the 
number of people engaged “in the tin- 
dustry was 92,286. In 1990, the last 
eensus year for which figures are 
available, the value of cotton manu- 
factures had reached the total of $332,- 
806,156, and the number of employed 
was 297,29. The spindles had grown 
from 72 in 1791, to 28,299,000. 

“The meetings of our manufacturers 
for over fifty years have abounded 
with criticisms upon the growing, 
packing, handling and merchandising 
of cottan,” said Mr. Hobbs, “but [ 
regret to say the conditions have re- 
mained practically the sgme. 

Time for Improvement. 

“It seems to me, however, that the 
time has now arrived when. we ouget 
to secure some definite improvements. 
The growers are alert and interested, 
the manufacturers appreciate their re- 
sponsibility and are prepared to co- 
Operate, and the department of agri- 
culture is offering its valuable services 
in many ways. The situation is favor- 
able for a distinct advance. The nu- 
merous conferences have brought to- 
gether the various interests, the old 
antagonisms or jJealousies have been 
awept away, a feeling ef co-operation 
has been developed, and if we all work 
together for the common end, it is too 
much to expect that this conference 
Wiil really amount to something, and 
that as a result a great forward move- 
ment will be taken?

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AMERICAN IRONY AND THE INEBRIATE. 


One of the interesting proposals the legislature of Maine will 
be called upon to consider at its present session is the establishment 


‘of a farm for inebriates. The site has already been, picked out, and 


the suggestion is to equip the institution at a cost of $25,000. 

The joke comes in through the fact that Maine is a prohibition 
state, one of the pioneer commonwealths in that respect, as a mat- 
ter of fact. : | 

If it ‘is necessary to create an asylum for ingbriates in a state 
avowedly prohibition, what would be the condition in a state where 
the only restriction placed around the traffic would be the price 
of the beverage? | . 

As foreign nations consider the question, they probably chalk 
it up alongside other little American ironies, such ag a penchant 
for murder, a chaotic judicial procedure and a few other of the 
blessings we boast under. that form of government which was to 
teach the old world so many needed lessons. ‘Speaking seriously, 
Maine is to be commended for her establishment of an institute 
for the treatment of inebriates, in spite of the thrusts to which that 
action exposes her. 

It is another American irony—more than that, nearly a crime— 
that in this country we treat the habitual drunkard as a law-breaker 


| rather than as an invalid. 


Any reputable physician-in Atlanta can supply instance after 
instance of brilliant men whose careers and lives, and the happiness 
of their families, have paid tragic tribute to this error. 

Decades ago medical science established that the confirmed in- 

ebriate was no more to be held responsible for his weakness than 
the sufferer from typhoid, tuberculosis or any other physical dis- 
ease. It has also established that by proper treatment he can be 
reclaimed, his self-respect restored and his life so readjusted that 
he shall be a supporter of, rather than a tax upon society. 
Yet in the face of these known conditions Georgia and the ma- 
jority of other states continue to treat the inebriate as a malefactor, 
or, at best, leave his case to private institutions handicapped by 
lack of legal authority. | | 

Physicians also know another common and pitiful condition 
growing out of this twentieth century barbarity—the inebriate 
wakened to his plight, pleading for relief, battling against the dis- 
ease with will power eaten away and paralyzed, powerless to aid 
himself, and with society in seeming indifference to the tragedy 
being enacted before its very eyes. “ 

We need an asylum for inebriates in Georgia, and one in At- 
lanta also. After that, we need laws sufficiently humane and in- 
telligent to cover the situation. 

It would be a splendid thing if this state should, at the next 
session of the general assembly, take the lead in correcting a cruelty 
and an economic error as obvious as they are indefensible.

century period since the outbréak of the civil war. 

There have been marvelous recoveries and dramatic racial\and 
commetcial evolutions in the world’s annals. 

In breadth and contrast none may approach the achievements 
represénted by a half century of southern progress. 

The south was more than bankrupted by the civil war. Its eco- 
nomic and political systems were turned wrong side out. The sign- 
posts of the decades stretching back to the revolution were uprooted. 
In every southern state a decimated people faced, not only the ho-

New York, February 2.—Dr. Charles 
W. Eliot, president emeritus of Har- 
vard university, is one of those who 
believe sex hygiene should be taught 
in the public schools. “‘The: only al- 
ternative for education in sex hygiene,” 
he declared in a paper read here today 
by Dr. Luther H. Kulick to the Amer- 
ican School Hygiene Association, “is 
the prolongation of the present awful 
wrongs and woes in the very vitals 
of civilization.” 

Dr. Eliot believes in order to pre- 
vent the disasters to the young that 
arise from ignorance, systematic in- 
struction should be given in the pro- 
cesses of reproduction and the conse- 
quences that follow violations of the 
laws of nature “The policy of silence 
has failed everywhere,” he urged. 

“If anyone protests that this educa- 
tional process will abolish innocence 
and make matters of common talk the 
tenderest and most intimate concerns 
in human life, let hom consider that 
virtue and not innocence is manifestly 
God's object and end for humanity.”

CLOSED AT DECLINE 


‘Opening Was Steady at De- 
cline, Then Rally, but 
eakened Again. 


New York, February '2.—The cotton 
market was easier today with active 
months reaching the lowest levels 
touched since the publication of the 
government's crop estimate early in 
December. The close was barely 
steady at a net decline of 8 to ll 
points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of . to 9 points on e old and 
of 2 to 5 points on the new crop po- 
sitions, in response to disappointing 
cables and the failure of domestic dry 
goods reports to show any immediate 
improvement in the mill situation. 
There seemed to be no change in the 
news from the southwest, and south- 
ern spot market advices were bullish, 
but while there was considerable de- 
econ around the opening prices, and 

@® rally of 4 or 5 points from the low- 
est occurred during the middle of the 
aay, there was no aggressive bull sup- 
port, and the market weakened again, 
closing at practically the lowest, with 
May making new low ground for the 
movement. 

The demand on the decline was gen- 
erally attributed to trade interests, 
and there was some further Wall 
street buying of the new crop posi-|. 
tions, but the less favorable advices 
from Liverpool seemed to be offset by 
the drought reports and the claims 
of small unsola supplies in the inte- 
rior. 

Southern spot markets, as officially 
reported early, were generally un- 
changed. The interior movement in- 
dicated a considerable loss of stock 
for the day and it is safa that so far 
this week stocks at the leading inte- 
rior towns have lost about 25,000 bales, 
against 10,000 last year and 4,000 two 
years ago. Exports centinued IlIcrge, 
amounting to about 32,500 bales for 
the day and to 5,482,755 so far this 
season, againat 4,228,144 last year. 
The reports of a slackening business 
at Manchester, however, ied to pre- 
dictions of a falling off ig the demand 
‘for export ang the present movement 
is regarded as the result of past 
transactions. Cotton exchange mem- 
bers have voted to observe February 
11 as an extra exchange holiday.

“At the time of the Issuance of the 
order the company ts now operating 
cars at intervals of five minutes on the 
following lines named in the order: 
Waiker street, West nd, South Pryor, 
Capitol avenue, Woodward avenue, 
Edgewood avenue, Forrest avenue, Pine 
street and Marietta street. 

“Tne Washington street route is op- 
erating cars with ten-minute schedules 
during rush hours, and more frequent 
service is not necessary. 

“The town of Decatur is served by 
two lines, the South Decatur line, with 
a thirty-minute schedule all day long, 
and the main Decatur line has 
cars with a headway of five 
minutés to Hays’ Statidn during 
rush hours, and beyond Hays’ 
Station there is a ten-minute sched- 
ule during rush hours. The service 
on this line its ample. 

“The Luckie street line has a ten- 
minute schedule during rush hours. 
and would put on a five-minute sched- 
ule if a double track could be laid, but 
the street is too narrow. The company 
realizes there should be a more fre- 


'quent service during rush hours on this 


ine, and secured from council a fran- 
»hise tu construct a single track con- 
1ecting with the Luckie street track at

Served With Tro Lines. 

“The Jones avenue line is served by 
two lines, which operate cars during 
the rush hours at intervals of every 
seven and a half minutes, which gives 
a schedule of five and one-half min- 
utes on Jones avenue. 

“It is impossible to operate cars on 
Kennedy street at more frequent in- 
tervals than seven and a half minutes, 
as the street is too narrow to be 
double-tracked. A second track could 
be constructed, however, on a street 
one block from Kennedy. 

“Magnolia street and West Mitchel! 
street are a part of the same route 
and are served with fifteen-minute 
schedules during rush hours. The 
company has ordered the material to 
build another track to give a ten- 
minute schedule. 

“On Whitehall street cars are run 
to West End at intervals of five min- 
utes. The company has recently put 
on thirty-six cars for thirty-six pas- 
sengers intsead of twenty-eight. The. 
line On Whitehall street now has sev- 
enteen cars and will soon have five 
more. 

“On Peachtree street he regular 
cars give a schedule of five minutes. 
Large thirty-six-passenger cars have 
taken the place of the twenty-eight- 
passenger cars. There are nine reg- 
ular cars on the line and five more 
will be added next month.

“There is no use to operate cars 
both ways on Fair street and Trinity 
avenue between Fraser street anda 
Washington street, as the line forms 
a part of a short loop, and there are 
lines on both sides with five-minute 
schedules, easily and quickly accessi- 
ble to all patrons.” 

About All-Night Service. 

In regard to the all-night service, 
the company shows that it has been 
for a number of years and is now 
operating a limited all-night service. 
It operates one car, making a trip 
from the Southern railway shops, on 
Cooper street, along Cooper street to 
Whitehall street, from Whitehall 
street to-Alahama street, to Broad 
street, to Marietta street, along Ma- 
rietta street to the Inman yards. 

“The regular service on the lines 
of this company ends at approximate- 
dy 12 o'clock midnight and begins at 
approximately. 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. On quite a number of the lines 
of the company an additional car tis 
operated, leaving the center of town 
in some cases as late as 1 o’clock a. m., 
and on a number of lines an early car 
is operated, leaving the center of town 
before 5 o’clock a. m. 

Any all-night service would neces- 
sarily have to be at infrequent 
intervals, and for persons who occa- 
sionally have to travel about at night, 
such as doctors, etc., this character 
of service would be of practically no 
use.”

When the question of an all-night 
service was taken up, James B. Ever- 
ett, as chairman of the special council 
committee, read a statement in which 
he said thetime hadcomein Atlanta's 
history for all-night cars on schedules 
of at least one hour. He said the 
company would make money, and that 
it would be an accommodation which 
the people had a right to demand. 

“T believe,” said Alderman Everett, 
“that meaybe the street car company 
has an interest in the cab industry. 
Atlanta Is no longer a country village. 
The city has given the company valua- 
ble franchises, and the people should 
receive generous treatment. We are 
compelled to come. to the railroad 
commission. No public utility corpora- 
tion has the right to pile up vast 
wealth and pay huge dividends at the 
expense of the public good. Atlanta 
is reaching out. We are growing big- 
ger and better every day, and we do 
not want out natural growth held in 
check or blocked by the street car 
company. It is a monopoly, and be- 
cause it has refused us relief we have 
appealeo to this commission. We a@re not 
asking* you to unjustly exercise your 
great authority, but we urge you, we 
beg you, in the name of justice, in 
the name of the Atlanta Spirit, to or- 
der an !tmprovement in the street car 
situation of our city.” 

Alderman Everett was followed by 
H. C. Blake, chairman of the East At- 
lanta Club; W. E. Hancock, of the 
Copenhill Improvement Club, and 
Charles F. Riddell, who all declared 
that the city demanded some kind of 
an all-night service by the street car 
couipany. 

Spoke for the City. 

Attorney James L. Mayson spoke 
briefly for the city, stating that coun- 
cil had adopted a resolution asking the 
commission to require the street car 
company “to give a reasonable all- 
night service. He saig that other 
cities of Atlanta’s size had 
service, and it would cost the street 
car company very lIittle extra expense 
to put it into operation.
